May Cut Power 
Of Local Boards

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CHICAGO (AP) — A national 
draft conference is expected to 
rail today lor a major overhaul 
of the nation’s Selective Service 
System — with the emphasis on 
limiting the authority of local 
draft boards.

The senator, a leeding expo­ 
nent of a lottery draft system, 
arrived in Chicago to attend the 
closing seseions of the confer­ 
ence. 


More than 108 scholars, gov­ 
ernment speeisMsts and stu­ 
dents have convened to ckscuss 
the draft — which has been a 
focus of rising concern since the 
United States began increasing 
its involvement in Viet Nam in 
1864. About 808,008 men have 
been drafted in the past two 
years. 


The conferees listened Tues­ 
day to at least four proposals 
for national service, including 
anthropologist Margaret Meed's 
suggestion that everybody — 
women, too — be asked to per­ 
form some national duty. 


Her propooal was bluntly crit­ 
icized by other delegates, some 
of whom described it as just 
another form of coercion be­ 
cause young men would be 
faced either with the draft or 
with compulsory national serv­ 
ice.

Africa Nations 
Ask Tough UN 
Rhodesia Stand 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
* AP) — African members of the 
Unite^ Nations sought support 
today to pressure the Security 
Council into slapping a total 
economic boycott on Rhodesia. 


The African clamor rose as 
British 
Foreign 
Secretary 
George Brown arrived in New 
York to put a “soft" draft reoo- 
lution before the council Thurs­ 
day asking selective mandatary 
sanctions against the rebellious 
central African colony. The 
chief target would be Rhodesian 
exports. 


British sources said Brown 
was empowered, if pressed, to 
include a limited embargo on 
export of oil to Rhodesia. But 
South Africa, Rhodesia’s chief 
source of oil. has already said it 
would continue normal trade 
with its northern neighbor. 


Prime Minister Hsrold Wil­ 
son'* government turned to the 
Security Council after a last- 
ditch settlement was rejected 
Monday by the Rhodesian gov­ 
ernment. 


The African Wor scheduled a 
meeting late today to map 
strategy for a new drive against 
the white minority government 
cf Rhodesian Prime Minister 
lan Smith.

From state capitals to college campuses» in chur­ 
ches, and on highways, millions of Americans remem­ 
bered Pearl Harbor today on the 25th anniversary of 
the Japanese attack that brought the United States into 
World War II. Some of the observances took note of 
the Viet Nam war. 


For some individuals, such as Husband E. Kimmel, 
the 84-year-old retired admiral who says he was blamed 
for America's worst naval defeat, the remembrance of 
Dec. 7, 1941, stirred up bitter memories.

“Live In Infamy" 


Hundreds of men who knew 
the horror of that December 7, a 
date which President Franklin 
D. Rooeevdt said "will live in 
infamy," gathered In Pear! 
Harbor for tee main commemo­ 
rative ceremonics. 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York ordered flags on all 
state buildings lowered to half 
staff this morning, then rnieod 
to tell at noon "to remind us 
that we wfll always, with tee 
graee of God, achieve fteal vie* 
tory."

Made Scapegoat 


Kimmel was relieved of com­ 
mand 10 days after Japan 
knocked out 18 ships and killed 
8,488 Americans, and tin three 
months he was retired. 


"They made me the scape­ 
goat," he said. "They wanted to 
get the United States into the 
wor." 


Asked who he meant by 
"they," Kimmel replied: "That 
was President Roosevelt and 
Gen. George Marshall and oth­ 
ers in tea Washington high com­ 
mand. FDR was the architect of 
the whole business. He gave 
orders — and I can't prove this 
categorically — that no, word 
about Japanese fleet move­ 
ments was to be sent to Pearl

8882,800 a year to state em­ 
ploye travel costs. 


The revisions would take ef­ 
fect July 1, 1887, and would in­ 
clude booets in the total daily 
maximum for In-state meals 
and lodging from the present 
813.78 to 018.88. 


Expenses tor in-state lodging 
would be raised from t3 to 810, 


Allowances 
for 
breakfast 
would go from 8148 to 81.88, 
lunch teom 81.88 to 81.50 and 
dinner from 8IJS to 03.90. 


Out of state travel per diem 
allowance would be raised from 


180 to S24 In cities of more than 
1100,000 population and from 816 
to 818 elsewhere out of state. 


The proposal recommended 
private car mileage allowances 
be figured at 0 cents a mile ex­ 
cept that an employe using his 
own car when a state car is 
available would receive 6 cents 
a mile. The state now has a 
sliding scale of 5 to 9 cents a 
mile, depending on the amount 
of travel.

i cutting was going strong around 


I the Rock area since the last 
of September, but since tht 
snow storm it seems all tht 
“Brush Jills” have been buiy 
keeping the home fires burning. 


By the first of December tht 
bough cutting usually has taper­ 
ed off. This season there seem­ 
ed to be a demand earlier in 
the season and more boughs 
were needed. The price hat 
been better, betw'een $35 and 
$40 a ton for balsam boughs. 
There has also been a market 
for some cedar and hemlock 
boughs. 


At All Farms 


Boughs are clipped from the 
lower branches of trees, or the 
men cut down big trees for 
pulp and the women cut off 
the branches for boughs. Wo­ 
men are the ones who usually 
cut the boughs. If they cannot 
go out into the woods themsel­ 
ves because of small children, 
they will baby sit or take turns 
babysitting with others who 
have small children, so every­ 
one gets to make a little pin 
money for Christmas. 


Most every farm has tome 
boughs cut and piled by the 
house earlier in the season. 
Some have their brush sold be­ 
fore it is cut, others cut it and 
take a chance on being able to 
sell it. Henry Jokela and Jack 
Larson had their own contracts 
for brush sold in Milwaukee or 
Chicago. The Westlunds bought 
boughs and shipped them to 
points south. 


Buy Roping Maehiatt 


There was something new 
added this year. The Waino 
Bakka family of West Rock 
used to ship bought to points 
south or Lower Michigan. After 
doing this for years, they came 
to the conclusion that it would 
be more profitable for them and 
the community if they took full 
advantage of our natural re­ 
sources. Instead of shipping the 
boughs downstate to be made

The coils have a 
wire or twine core. Wire is re­ 
commended for street hanging, 
otherwise, twine core is suf­ 
ficient. Each coil weighs about 
25 pounds. They have received 
more ordert than they were 
able to fUl thit year. They 
have roping locally to Mar­ 
quette, while tome has been 
shippeid to Lower Michigan or 
other points south. 


The Bakkas have done all 
the work themselves this year 
as hiring anyone would involve 
a lot of insurance and book­ 
work, handicapping a small 
business.
